It provided 
for the purchase of Munson's Pan- 
American Line for $500,000, pro- 
vided the I. M. M. got the govern- 
ment's .$1,250,000 mail contract. 


This latter is what embarrasses 


the New Deal Shipping Board. 


Mail contracts are supposed to 


be awarded by public bids. Sev- 
eral other firms would like to bid 
on this contract. 
It is the second 


best awarded by the government. 
The Pan-American Line has been 
making a profit of $250,000 on it. 


Also fche International Mercan- 


tile Marine already owes several 
millions to the government. Fur- 
thermore some of its vessels oper- 
ate under the Union Jack. 


So despite the visit of Kermit
